Spaniard Jordi Tarres (G-G) scored his 
fourth straight win in World 
Championship Observed Trials Series 
competition, topping the fifth round of 
the series in Poland, June 6. Fellow 
countryman Marc Colome (Bet), who 
won the opening round, was second, 
three points behind Tarres, 27-30. 
Italian Donato Miglio (G-G) was third 
with a score of 33. Tarres leads Colome 
in the series point standings, 91-80. 
Spaniard Amos Bilbao (Mon), fourth in 
Poland with a score of 36, is third in the 
standings with 68 points. Joan Pons (G- 
G) finished fifth with a score of 42 to 
give Spanish riders four of the top five 
positions. Defending World Champion 
Tommi Ahvala (Apr) of Finland was 
sixth with a 46 point performance and 
is fourth in the point standings with 66 
points. 


Jacky Martens (Hus) scored the overall 
win in round five of the World 
Championship 500cc MX Series in 
Faenza, Italy, June 6. Martens won the 
second moto and finished second in the 
other two. The runner-up was home- 
country favorite Franco Rossi (KTM), 
who won the first and third motos, but 
finished out of the top six in the second 
moto. Third overall went to Italian 
Attilio Pignotti (Hon), while Great 
Britain's Jeremy Whatley (KTM) and 
Sweden's Jorgen Nilsson (Hon) round- 
ed out the top five. The win moved 
Martens, who is campaigning a four- 
stroke Husqvarna, to the top of the 
series point standings with 179 points. 
Nilsson dropped to second with 169 
points. 


The team of Danny Hamel, Larry 
Roeseler and Ted Hunnicutt (Kaw) 
scored the overall and Class 22 (Open) 
win at the Tecate SCORE Baja 500 that 
started and ended in Ensenada, Baja, 
California, Mexico, June 5. The trio 
completed the 266.1-mile race in 5 
hours, 20 minutes and 59 seconds, aver- 
aging 49.74 mph. The runner-up Class 
22 team of Chuck Miller, Mike Young 
and Dave Donatoni (Hon) finished the 
race in 5:38.45, at an average speed of 
47.13 mph. Third overall went to the 
winning Class 21 (250cc) team of Tim 
Morton and John Flores (Hon). The 
Darren Sanford/Jeff Martinez/Danny 
Anderson (Suz) team finished fourth 
overall and second in Class 21. 
Rounding out the top five was the Class 
21 team of Brian Schmuckle and Todd 
McKay (Kaw). Robert Prayther soloed 
to victory in Class 20 (125cc), complet- 
ing the race in six hours and 12 min- 
utes. 


Rodney Smith (Suz) earned the overall 
win at round four of the AMA National 
Championship Reliability Enduro Series 
in Idaho City, Idaho, June 5-6. Steve 
Hatch (Suz) was the runner-up, and 
David Rhodes (Suz), Jason Dahners 
(Suz) and Patrick Garrahan (Hon) 
rounded out the top five overall. Smith 
and Hatch are now tied for the series 
point standings lead with 78 points 
each. Fred Hoess (Hus), who did not 
compete in Idaho, is third with 58 
points. 


Scott Plessinger (KTM) earned the 
overall win at the sixth round of the 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Cross Country Series in Millfield, Ohio, 
June 6. Second was Czech Jan Hrehor 
(Yam), and third went to Doug 
Blackwell (Kaw). Rounding out the top 
five overall were Fred Andrews (Yam) 
and Robert Patterson (Kaw). 


Michael Martin (Suz) won the third 
round of the WERA Formula USA 
Road Race Series at Seattle 
International Raceway in Kent, 








Washington, June 6. Martin won the 
first leg and finished second in the sec- 
ond race to take the overall victory. 
Chuck Graves (Suz) finished second 
overall with Lee Shierts (Kaw) third. 
Joe Pittman (Duc) won the second leg 
and finished seventh in the first race to 
claim fourth overall. Kurt Hall (Yam) 
topped Adam Faussett (Yam) and 
Mike Sullivan (Yam) in the Formula II 
class, and Rodney Fee (Hon) came out 
on top in the Formula III race. 


Team Suzuki Endurance (Suz) won the 
four-hour WERA Power-Mist/PM 
National Endurance Series race at 
Seattle International Raceway, June 5. 
Team Suzuki topped HNS Racing 
(Yam) by five laps with Arclight Racing 
(Hon) finishing third, another five laps 
behind. 


French Canadian Pascal Picotte (Duc) 
kept his perfect record in the 1993 
Motoplan-Castrol Canadian National 
Road Race Championship intact with a 
victory at Race City Speedway in 
Calgary, Alberta, on June 6. Picotte 
topped defending champion Steve 
Crevier (Kaw) and Michael Taylor 
(Kaw) to extend his championship 
points lead to 17 points over Taylor, 49- 
32. 


Tom Reiser (H-D) and Ted Wilkins 
(Rtx) scored the victories in the 800 and 
540cc classes, respectively, at round two 
of the AMA National Championship 
Hillclimb Series in York, Pennsylvania, 
June 6. Tim Frazier (Tri) was second in 
the 800cc° division, with Harry 
Schreiber (H-D) placing third. In the 
540cc class, Scott Everett (Tri) was sec- 
ond, and Paul Pinsonnault (Hon) col- 
lected third. 


Lucky Strike Suzuki's John Kocinski 
and team manager Herve Poncharal are 
apparently at odds. The Spanish motor- 
cycling press has reported that Kocinski 
announced while spectating at the 
Spanish round of the. World 
Championship Superbike Series in 
Albacete on May 30 that he may leave 
the Suzuki 250cc GP team immediately 
if Poncharal continues to manage the 
team. Kocinski, who finished second in 
the opening round of the 1993 250cc 
World Championship in Australia, has 
been complaining since the first round 
that the Suzuki RGv250 is down on per- 
formance, and has told journalists that 
he is unhappy with the preparation of 
his machines. The Spanish reporters 
also said that Kocinski indicated that 
his contract with Lucky Strike Suzuki 
includes a clause which allows him to 
leave at any moment to join another 
team. Sources close to Kocinski say the 
Little Rock, Arkansas, native denies 
saying any of this to the Spanish press, 
and that he will definitely be riding a 
Lucky Strike Suzuki at the next round 
of the series in Germany on June 13. 
Those same sources say there is no such 
clause in Kocinski's contract which 
would allow him to join another team. 
According to at least one of the Spanish 
journalists involved, the Kocinski com- 
ments were taped on an audio cassette. 
Stay tuned. ` 


The Spanish magazines have also 
reported that John Kocinski has spoken 
with Sito Pons about riding for Pons in 
1994. Pons runs a Honda 500cc GP team 
sponsored by Marlboro and Repsol 
with Alex Criville as its rider, and a 
Honda 250cc GP team sponsored by 
Ducados with Alberto Puig as its rider. 
Kocinski rode a Team Marlboro Roberts 
Yamaha YZR500 in 1991 and 1992, scor- 
ing two 500cc class wins and finishing 
fourth and third in the World 
Championship in those two seasons. 








Much talk about the new Honda super- 
bike circulated prior to the Spanish 
round of the World Championship 
Superbike Series in Albacete, Spain, on 
May 31. The bike, which is referred to 
by the internal code name RC45 and is 
scheduled to be released at the end of 
the year, will eventually be called 
RVF750R and is expected to sell for 
roughly $30,000. In standard-trim, the 
injection-fed V-four engine will pro- 
duce some 115 hp; a first kit will take 
that to 135 hp and a second kit - to be 
produced in a very limited number - 
will provide some 160 hp to selected 
riders. The frame is based mainly on the 
RC30 - with overall dimensions very 
similar to those of a 250cc Grand Prix 
bike. The formidable power will come 
partly from the PGM-injection, which is 
reportedly an even more advanced sys- 
tem than that used on the Ducatis. The 
Japanese engine management system 
will also take into account parameters 
such as the position of the throttle and 
possibly the compression. To achieve 
this, NGK has developed a compression 
sensor. Word on the street says that 
only two or three teams will receive 
official factory bikes next year, and the 
Italian Team Rumi and Belgian Honda- 
specialist Jean D'Hollander (who 
entered a CBR600 in the European 
Supersport race for young Michael 
Paquay) were surprised to see how 
often they had to pour coffee for several 
riders, "just dropping in." 


Rumor has it that part of the Honda 
superbike squad in 1994 will consist of 
people who currently ride Ducatis. It 
caused Ducati team manager Raymond 
Roche to joke that he has started to look 
for sponsors, in order to ride a factory 
Ducati again next year. Or was it really 
a joke? 


It also looks as though the Ducati racing 
department in Bologna is having some 
trouble keeping up with the demands 
of the superbike teams. Which is not so 
surprising when you know that a lot of 
work has been done on the Roche 
Replicas, and that some parts for the 
1994 Ducati have already been tested. In 
Hockenheim, some factory riders were 
said to be riding around with parts 
from the bigger engine which will be 
used in the Italian bike next year. In 
addition, Italian Baldassarre Monti did 
not show up at Albacete. Ducati wasn't 
pleased with Monti destroying their 
test-bike at Hockenheim. But 'Sarre' is 
already covering his bases: apart from 
doing some testing for Team Ducati 
Grottini (led by Davide Tardozzi), he 
also did some laps aboard the 250cc 
Gilera GP bike in the weeks preceding 
the Spanish round. 


Parkersburg Half Mile winner Kevin 
Atherton plans to make his road race 
debut in the 750cc Supersport class at 
the fifth round of the AMA National 
Championship Road Race Series round 
at Road America in Elkhart Lake, 
Wisconsin, June 12-13. Atherton will 
compete aboard his personal Suzuki 
GSXR750, and is excited about the 
event. "I still don't have a good rear 
shock for the bike, but the rest of it is 
ready to go," said Atherton. "It's funny, 
unlike most dirt trackers who go road 
racing, I'm not exceptionlly better at 
turning left. I can really bake it through 
the right-handers, but I have to really 
concentrate in the lefts. I keep wanting 
to flick it in." 


Once again, established road racers had 
little to say about the top finishing posi- 
tions at the third round of the 
AMA/Continental Tire Harley- 
Davidson 883 National Championship 
Series, held in conjunction with the 








Parkersburg Half Mile Grand National. 
While former Grand National 
Champions Ricky Graham and Jay 
Springsteen, along with fellow dirt 
tracker Jason Fletcher, ran away with 
the top three itions, AMA National 
TwinSports Champion Scott Zampach 
sat in the pits after failing to qualify. "I 
don't even know where to sit on the 
bike to make it slide," said Zampach, 
who finished last in his heat race. 
Chuck Blackmon was the only road 
race-regular who qualified for the main, 
and he finished a distant 13th after 
being lapped by most of the top finish- 
ers. 


Grand National Championship Series 
regular Terry Poovey was not present 
at the Parkersburg Half Mile, opting to 
stay home in Euless, Texas. "After I 
missed those two races (Sacramento 
and Pomona) earlier in the year, I fig- 
ured that it would be better to stay 
home and wait for Dallas than to go all 
the way out there (to West Virginia)," 
said Poovey prior to the Parkersburg 
race. "Also, I got hurt at a rough half 
mile (Pomona) last year, and I'm not too 
anxious to ride on those types of 
tracks." Poovey's predictions were cor- 
rect, as the banked half-mile oval at 
West Virginia developed holes in all 
four turns that caught more than one 
rider off guard. In fact, before the start 
of the main event, former Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker 
walked the track and marked the holes 
with flour. "I just want everyone to 
remember that they are there," said 
Parker. "The lighting wasn't real good 
and it's real easy to not see them at the 


speeds we're going." 


At the Parkersburg Half Mile, Bob 
Corray asked us to correct a mistake 
that we made in our May 26 issue. We 
listed Corray as the tuner of the Loral 
Lake Racing Honda RS750 that Ronnie 
Jones campaigns at the western rounds 
of the Grand National Championship 
Series, when in fact it is Rick Canode 
who spins the wrenches. "Rick deserves 
all of that credit,” said Corray. “I’m just 
one of Ronnie's old buddies that helps 
with all of the other stuff at the track." 


Mike Young Jr., winner of the Four- 
Stroke Pro class at the May 23 
Commotion by the Ocean, held at 
Carlsbad Raceway in Carlsbad, 
California, dropped Papa a line to add 
to his list of sponsors that we included 
in our coverage. "I'd like to make sure 
that all of the people who help me get 
their due credit," said Young. "You'll 
also help get me out of some serious 
trouble." According to Young, his rac- 
ing efforts are backed by JT USA, Shoei, 
Maxxis Tires, K&N, 100%, Showa, 
Motul, WOR, RK, HRD and Innovation 
Sports. 


The Radisson Inn in Oklahoma City 
will be the official race hotel for the July 
31 Oklahoma City Half Mile, and a 
special room rate is available to those 
who mention the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series race. Racer and 
co-promoter Ronnie Jones and his part- 
ner Keith Brewer suggest that fans 
planning to make the trip reserve their 
rooms early, as the U.S. Amateur Dirt 
Track Nationals will take place in 
Oklahoma City just prior to the Grand 
National. To make a reservation, call 
800/333-3333. 


A reminder that if you're in the vicinity 
of Seattle International Raceway in 
Kent, Washington, on June 13, Papa rec- 
ommends you take in the 3rd Annual 
Tom Walther/Shawn McDonald 
Challenge Race for Safety. Funds 
raised at the special road race meet will 











be donated to the Clayton Foundation, 
a foundation that was created to pro- 
vide financial assistance to injured rac- 
ers. In addition to the racing, booths at 
the track will be manned by personnel 
who can provide up-to-date informa- 
tion on motorcycle safety equipment 
and insurance. Sponsorship of individ- 
ual classes is being provided by 
Lynnwood Yamaha (450cc Superbike), 
Seattle Cycle Center  (600cc

The AMA has established a special leg- 
islative hotline that enables riders an 
opportunity to send federal legislators a 
personalized Mailgram stating the 
AMA's position on the California 
Desert Protection Act and/or a provi- 
sion in a current federal law that 
attempts to coerce states into passing 
mandatory helmet laws. The AMA 
opposes the provision of that law that 
would impose penalties on states that 
don't pass helmet laws covering all 
motorcyclists. However, two bills - 
$295 and HR799 - are being considered 
in Congress to remove the sanctions 
against states refusing to pass helmet 
laws. The cost of each call to the hotline 
is $4.95, with a portion of the charges 
going to help the AMA defray the 
expense of the service. Callers must be 
at least 18 years old to participate. Upon 
reaching the hotline, riders will be 
asked to provide their name, address 
and ZIP code so that a Mailgram can be 
sent to their senators and congressman, 
asking those officials to oppose the con- 
troversial Desert Protection Act or to 
support S295 and HR799. 


Tim Oman, 36, a longtime member of 
Bridgestone's motorcycle tire sales 
department, died on May 29 as a result 
of an accidental drowning. Memorial 
services for Oman were held in 
Nashville, Tennessee, on June 2, and 
funeral services were held on June 7 in 
Vancouver, Washington.

David Oman of Vancouver, and two 
sisters. He joined Bridgestone in 1986 
and was involved in motorcycle tire 
sales for the past five years. He regular- 
ly attended motorcycle trade shows and 
motorsports events on behalf of 
Bridgestone and had many friends in 
the motorcycle industry.

Paul Krause and Earl Roberts of 
Kawasaki Team Green were two of 
many riders who suffered injuries as a 
result of a booby-trap constructed by 
spectators at the June 5 Baja 500. A 4' x 
3' hole was dug into the ground in a 
fast, wide open turn. Krause reportedly 
broke his ankle and injured his hand 
after hitting the hole, and Roberts broke 
a femur bone. 


A California Superior Court judge on 
June 2 ordered the closing of southern 
California's Temecula Motorsports 
Park after archaeologists found human 
remains on the track. According to the 
Riverside Press-Enterprise, members of 
the Temecula band of Luiseno Mission 
Indians believe their ancestors lived at 
the site of the motocross track. 
Promoter Don Shoemaker received 
permission from Temecula city officials 
on June 3 to construct another track 300 
yards from the closed site. Shoemaker 
had a race scheduled for Sunday, June 
6. "We risk losing the whole season (if 
we don't have the race) and we can't 
afford to lose it," Shoemaker told the 
Press-Enterprise.

McGrath scores record 10th win at San Jose

ous round three weeks earlier, | 
Team Honda’s Jeremy McGrath had 
only one question left to answer going 
into the San Jose Supercross - with just 
two rounds remaining in the series, 


tion in front of a near sell-out crowd of 
29,663 at San Jose's Spartan Stadium - 
and the answer was yes! 

As he has done so many times this 
season, McGrath roosted his Skippy 
Norfolk-tuned Honda CR250 into the 
lead at the start of the Coors Light 


could he break Damon Bradshaw’s sin- 
gle-season win record of nine, that the 
Team Yamaha rider set just last year? 
McGrath, the 21-year-old phenom 
who tied Bradshaw's record when he 
clinched the title at the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena, quickly answered that ques- 











Challenge feature and went on to score 
yet another wire-to-wire victory, his 
record 10th of the season. 

"To be honest, I wasn't thinking 
about the record," said McGrath. "I just 
want to win races, and championships 
and records will come with them. The 
most important thing is to just to win 
each race." 

The only rider who managed to keep 
McGrath in sight throughout the 20-lap 
feature was his teammate Jeff Stanton. 
Defending champ. Stanton, who hasn't 
won a feature this season, never let 
McGrath get more than a few seconds 
ahead of him from the drop of the gate 
to the checkered flag. At one point, late 
in the race, Stanton looked as though he 
might challenge the new champ for the 
lead, but McGrath just turned up the 
boost a little bit and opened up his lead 
again. 

“It was a good race for me,” said 
Stanton, who currently sits third in the 
series point standings. “I felt good out 
there, which boosts my confidence a lit- 
tle bit, and that is something I need right 
now." 

Bradshaw made it onto the victory 
rostrum for the first time since March 6 
at Daytona. Showing signs of the 
"Bradshaw of old," he came from nearly 
dead last off the start-line to finish in the 
show position. 

"Yeah, I rode pretty good tonight - a 
lot more aggressively than I've been rid- 
ing," said Bradshaw, who won at San 
Jose last year. "But you can't win when 
you give that much away by starting so 
far behind." 

Rounding out the top five were 
Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco and Team 
Suzuki's Brian Swink. 

With just one round left in the series, 
both McGrath and Kawasaki's Mike 
Kiedrowski, who finished sixth on the 
night after crashing on the last lap while 
running fourth, have secured their posi- 
tions in the point standings, with 
Kiedrowski the runner-up to the champ 
McGrath. McGrath currently has 346 
points and Kiedrowski 281. Third place 
is still up in the air between Stanton and 
Bradshaw, but Stanton holds a comfort- 
able 13-point cushion over Bradshaw, 
253-240, while Steve Lamson, who fin- 
ished eighth in San Jose, has a lock on 
fifth. 

By scoring the win, McGrath took 
home $5000 from the $35,000 250cc class 
purse, Stanton walked away with $3500 
for placing second. 

The only real question that will be 
answered at the final round in Las 
Vegas next week is who will take home 
the Western Regional 125cc Supercross 
Championship crown? Only five points 
separated series points leader Jimmy 
Gaddis and Phil Lawrence going into 
the San Jose round, but Gaddis left with 
plenty of breathing room, despite finish- 
ing second to winner Damon Huffman. 

While Huffman led from start to fin- 
ish on his Team Suzuki RM125, Gaddis 
played it safe and circulated the track - 
for the most part - all alone in second 
place, knowing that Lawrence had 
crashed on the second lap and was run- 
ning back in the pack. When it was all 
over, Huffman had taken his third win 
of the season, far ahead of runner-up 
Gaddis. Earning a spot on the victory 
rostrum for the first time was third- 
place finisher Pedro Gonzalez of 
Mexico. 

Lawrence fought back up to seventh 
but now trails Gaddis by 13 points, 151- 
138. Huffman is third with 122. 

Huffman earned $2000 from the 
125cc class purse, and runner-up Gaddis 
took home $1000. 

The rider who perhaps provided 
most of the entertainment in the 125cc 
feature was Kawasaki Team Green's 
Robbie Reynard, the 16-year-old from 


Moore, Oklahoma, who was competing 
in his first-ever Camel Supercross pro- 
gram after turning pro just two weeks 
earlier. Unfortunately, what looked to 
be a brilliant supercross debut for the 
Kawasaki rider ended up in disaster. 
Reynard, who qualified for the 15-lap 
feature by placing second to Englishman 
James Dobb in the second heat race, was 
running third in the main event until the 
last lap when he lànded short over a 
triple jump. The force from the impact 
broke Reynard's right wrist. 


250cc 


A. heavy dose of rain earlier in the 
day left the tight Rich Winkler-designed 
track slick in some spots and tacky in 
others, but, for the most part, in ideal 
condition by the time the evening's pro- 
gram got underway. 

Kiedrowski grabbed the early lead in 
the first of two 250cc heat races, and the 
AMA 500cc National MX Champion 
never looked backed, as he extended his 
lead over Stanton with each lap. 
Kiedrowski crossed the finish line with 
approximately three seconds to spare 
over Stanton, but the battle over third 
through fifth involving Team Suzuki's 
Brian Swink, LaRocco and Team 
Yamaha's Jeff Emig, the defending 
AMA 125cc National MX Champion, 
wasn't decided until the last lap. 

The four riders traded places back 
and forth throughout the eight-lap race 
in what was a very exciting battle. When 
it was all over, LaRocco emerged in 
third, just a few feet ahead of Swink and 
Emig, who missed a transfer position by 
one and was forced to ride in the semis. 

McGrath came out swinging in the 
second heat race and easily scored the 
win over local hero Steve Lamson, from 
nearby Pollock Pines, California. 
Lamson, a Team Honda rider, gated 
fifth, one spot ahead of Bradshaw, but 
had control of third by the end of the 
first lap; running in second was Pro- 
Circuit Honda rider Buddy Antunez. 
Lamson chased Antunez for four laps 
before passing him through a section of 
whoops. 

Antunez then had recently crowned 
Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross 








Champion Doug Henry to deal with. 
Henry passed Antunez a few laps later, 
and Antunez dropped even further back 
when Bradshaw and Suzuki rider Larry 
Ward passed him, making the final fin- 
ishing order: McGrath, Lamson, Henry, 
Ward and Bradshaw. Antunez ended up 
sixth. 

The first of two eight-lap semis fea- 
tured what was perhaps the closest race 
of the night. Team Suzuki's Guy 
Cooper, who had earlier crashed in his 
heat race, and teammate Ezra Lusk 
spent the entire race dicing closely for 
the lead. Cooper, an obvious crowd 
favorite, inherited the lead when Emig 
crashed in the whoops on the first lap. 
Two laps later, Lusk dove inside of 
Cooper in a turn and passed him for the 
lead, but Cooper retaliated a turn later. 
Although Lusk stayed close, Cooper 
took control from that point on and 
scored the win, much to the delight of 
the boisterous crowd that cheered for 
Cooper as though he had just won the 
feature. 

Finishing a distant third was Yamaha 
rider Jeromy Buehl, fourth went to 
Team Noleen Yamaha's Larry Brooks, 
while Team Yamaha's Doug Dubach 
took a trip to the feature with a fifth. 
Heading to the last chance qualifier in 
sixth was Brooks' teammate Shaun 
Kalos. 

Bradshaw had no problems winning 
the second semi, leading from start to 
finish, while Antunez spent the entire 
race in second, trying to keep him in 
sight. KTM's Cliff Palmer ended up fin- 
ishing a close third, while Jeff 
Matiasevich climbed to fourth after a 
10th-place start. Suzuki's Denny 
Stephenson made the feature via a fifth- 
place finish, while sixth-place DGY 
Racing's Jeff Dement went to the LCQ. 

Emig scored a seemingly easy wire- 
to-wire victory in the LCQ, but Honda 
of Troy Racing's Todd DeHoop sur- 
vived a late-race charge by Kawasaki's 
Mike Fisher to take the final transfer 
spot of the night. 

The start of the 20-lap feature wound 
up being a two-man drag race to turn 
one between McGrath and Stanton. The 
two rounded the first turn side by side,

Cooper finally got around Matiasevich 
over the finish-line double jump that 
Matiasevich was single-jumping. 

“It was a good battle,” said Cooper. 
“He parked me a few times but nothing 
really bad.

While Cooper and Matiasevich were 
mixing it up, McGrath had opened up a 
three-second lead over Stanton, while 
Bradshaw had snuck into fifth after 
passing Kiedrowski.

By the midway point, the battle for 
third involved Cooper, Matiasevich, 
Bradshaw and Kiedrowski and it was a 
tight one. Then, on the 13th lap, all hell 
broke loose. While charging down a 
long section of doubles and triples, 
Dubach, who was about to be lapped by 
Cooper, suddenly endoed while jump- 
ing up onto a tabletop. Already commit- 
ted over the same jump and with 
nowhere to go, Cooper slammed into 
Dubach's downed bike, and went sail- 
ing over the handlebars. Caught in the 





same situation as Cooper, Matiasevich 
augured into Cooper's bike and crashed. 
Then came DeHoop, who was also 
being lapped, and he plowed into 
Matiasevich. Narrowly escaping the 
horrific pileup were Bradshaw, 
Kiedrowski and the rest of the pack. 
Amazingly, no one was seriously hurt, 
but Matiasevich, Dubach and DeHoop 
all called it a night at that point. 

"Something happened to my bike - it 
bogged just as I was going over the 
jump," said Dubach. “I feel bad for Guy 
(Cooper), because I looked back and 
saw them coming, so I was going to 
move over and go wide around the next 
turn. But I went over the jump, went 
over the bars and landed on my feet on 
the face of the tabletop. My feet are 
hurting." 

“I thought I was okay, then I saw his 
(Dubach's) arms in the air, and I knew 
that wasn't normal,” said Cooper. “His 
bike flipped in front of me and there 
was nothing I could do. Someone ran 
over my thumb and hit my arm." 

"Doug went down, Cooper went 
down," said Matiasevich. "I landed and 
stopped to go around them when some- 
one plowed into me from behind; I think 
it was DeHoop." 

The incident advanced Bradshaw 
and Kiedrowski up to third and fourth, 
respectively. ^I jumped right over those 





guys,” said Kiedrowski, who narrowly 
missed the downed bikes and riders. 

Oblivious to all the crashing going on 
behind him, McGrath just kept on 
rolling along at a comfortable pace, but 
Stanton was beginning to close the gap 
ever so slightly. 

"I got a little nervous," said McGrath. 
“I looked back and he (Stanton) was still 
there. My arms pumped up a little bit 
and I had to talk myself out of that." 

McGrath picked up the pace a little 
during the last few laps, gained some 
distance and ended up scoring the 
record-setting win with room to spare 
over Stanton. 

Bradshaw finished a distant third, 
but Kiedrowski, who was running 
fourth going into the last lap, crashed 
and dropped back to sixth. 

“The turn after getting the white flag, 
Ijust barely clipped Damon's rear wheel 
and I went over the bars," said 
Kiedrowski. "Oh well, at least I have 
second place wrapped up in the series." 

Inheriting fourth from Kiedrowski's 
crash was LaRocco, while Swink, who at 
one point was running as far back as 
seventh, moved up to fifth. Kiedrowski 
ended up sixth; Lusk seventh; Lamson 
eighth; Ward ninth and Henry 10th. 

Cooper, who tangled with Henry a 
lap after the crash with Dubach, ended 
up 12th, one position behind Palmer.

Team Suzuki's Damon Huffman 
made it look easy en route to a wire-to- 
wire victory in the 15-lap Western 
Regional 125cc Supercross feature. After 
winning his heat race earlier in the 
evening, the Team Suzuki rider returned 
in the feature and nailed the holeshot 
ahead of 20 other riders. He edged out 
Kawasaki Team Green's Ray Crumb 
through the first turn, and from that 
point on, Huffman never looked back. 

Jimmy Gaddis, the series points 
leader riding a Team Pro Circuit/Hot 
Wheels/Splitfire-backed Kawasaki 
KX125, passed Crumb for second place 
by the end of the first lap but could 
never make a dent into Huffman's lead 
throughout the race.

At 
the halfway point, Reynard fell but still 
held control of third, although not by 
much, as both Dobb and Gonzalez were 
now breathing down his back. 

Three laps from the finish, Gonzalez 
passed Dobb and began pressuring 
Reynard even harder until the last lap, 
when Reynard came up short over a 
double jump and injured his wrist. The 
Kawasaki rider simply stopped in his 
tracks, climbed off his bike and bent 
over, wincing from the pain of his bro- 
ken wrist. 

Reynard's misfortune gave Gonzalez 
third and Dobb fourth. 

Huffman sailed over the finish line 
jump a good five seconds ahead of sec- 
ond-place finisher Gaddis for his third 
win of the season. Approximately five 
seconds back finished Gonzalez in third, 
just a few feet ahead of Dobb. 
Pro Circuit/Hot Wheels/Splitfire/ 
Kawasaki's Mike Chamberlain rounded 
out the top five just ahead of NCY 
Racing's Tom Clowers and Lawrence. 

“1 knew that getting a good start 
tonight would be very important," said 
winner Huffman. "The rain made the 
track kind of one-lined, so I knew I had 
to get away quickly. I felt a little slow at 
first, then I figured things out and found 
some good lines." 

Gaddis was content with second, 
knowing that he had gained valuable 
points on Lawrence in the series point 
standings. 

"I'm happy," said Gaddis. "My arms 








pumped up early in the race, and there 
wasn't anything I could do. I'll tell you 
what, though, they're definitely not 
going to pump up next week!" 

Perhaps the happiest man on the ros- 
trum was privateer Gonzalez, who hails 
from Monterrey, Mexico, and is based 
out of Houston. 

"This is great!" said Gonzalez in bro- 
ken English. "I am very happy. This is 
the first time I’ve made the podium. 
Every race I'm getting stronger and 
stronger, and I know I’m going to do 
even better." . ON

г Atherton all the way at Parkersburg Half Mile

evin Atherton felt odd as he suited 

up for the Coors Light Parkersburg 

Half Mile. For the past five years, 
the personable 22-year-old from White 
Pigeon, Michigan, had donned a famil- 
iar set of white, orange and black team 
Harley-Davidson leathers when he 
arrived at a track. After a friendly part- 
ing with the factory Harley-Davidson 
team at the end of the 1992 season, 
Atherton had continued to wear his old 
factory leathers while he raced the Skip 
Eaken-tuned, Texas Harley-Davidson- 
backed XR750 in place of the injured 
Larry Pegram. But tonight was different. 

The sight of Atherton in a flashy new 
set of red, white and blue leathers 
seemed to set in stone the fact that he 
was no longer a factory rider and was 
competing as a privateer. 

“It felt kind of weird. Ever since I 
became an Expert I have worn the facto- 
ry's colors,” said Atherton, who was 
hired by Harley-Davidson in 1989 in his 
first full year as an Expert. “Actually, I 
felt like a clown in those bright things. I 
thought people might laugh at me when 
I put them on.” 

But no one laughed, especially after 
the 25-lap main event. Atherton took 
control of the race on the first lap and 
ran away to score a seemingly effortless 
win on the high line of West Virginia 
Motor Speedway’s high-banked dirt 
oval. 

Atherton’s second Grand National 
win came under threatening skies, as 
off-and-on showers soaked the track in 
the days prior to the Jean Lynch-pro- 





moted event. Perhaps due to the damp, 
chilly conditions, an estimated crowd of 
only 3000 spectators filed into the pic- 
turesque natural amphitheater that sits 
in a valley between two hillsides. 

In winning, Atherton earned $4000 of 
the $28,000 purse, and added another 
$1000 to his billfold with a win in the 
$2100 Smitty Challenge, a five-lap dash 
for cash held in memory of Lawrence 
Smith, a longtime race supporter and 
West Virginia Harley-Davidson dealer- 
ship owner. 

Second on the night was the ever- 
consistent Ricky Graham. The Team 
Undo Honda rider hesitated at the start 
and spent the early laps in and around 
sixth place before picking up the pace 
and crossing the line second, despite 
helmet shield fogging problems. 

“I could hardly see because my face 
shield was so steamed up,” said the 34- 
year-old Californian. “And running up 
high the way I was left little room for 
error. I couldn’t really tell how hard I 
should run it into the turns.” 

Graham was surprised at the finish 
when his pit crew informed him that he 
was the runner-up, as he spent the 
majority of the race chasing after 
Rodney Farris, who ran strong and 
smooth before the coil bracket on his 
Eddie Adkins-tuned Harley-Davidson 
broke off and left him stranded on the 
back straightaway with only six laps to 
go. Graham hadn't seen Farris coast to a 
stop, and was under the impression that 
he was third. 

Equally as surprised with his finish 





was four-time Grand National 
Champion Scott Parker, who placed 
third after running as far back as 12th. 
After a dismal start, the 31-year-old 
racer from Michigan put forth a heroic 
charge that carried him past his team- 
mate and biggest rival, Grand National 
Champion Chris Carr, on the last lap for 
the place position. 

“I figured I was about fifth or sixth,” 
said an elated Parker. “I was plugging 
away and I seen that big number one 
ahead of me and I knew that I had to get 
him. At the finish I saw Kevin with his 
hand in the air and only Ricky in 
between us and thought, ‘Hot damn, 
I'm third" “ 

Carr was obviously upset with his 
fourth-place finish, partially due to the 
lapped traffic that seemed to block his 
every move, and also because he saw his 
series point lead shrink from nine to 
five. With six of 21 races in the history 
books, Carr leads Graham, who over- 
took Parker, 85-80. Parker is only two 
points further back with 78. In winning, 
Atherton vaulted from ninth to fourth 
with 46 points, overtaking Mike Hale, 
who failed to qualify for the National. 

For their performances, Graham and 
Parker took home $2750 and $2000, 
respectively, but Graham added $1000 
to his payday with a win in the 
AMA/Contiental Tire National 
Championship Harley-Davidson 883 
Series main event. The win was 
Graham's second of the new series, and 
he leads race runner-up Jay Springsteen 
in the series point standings, 49-45.

A $5000 reward was offered by the 
Sly Fox, a local tavern, to the fastest 
qualifier who was under the track 
record of 24.130 seconds, set by Parker 
in 1987, but no one but Graham could 
even come close to besting the mark. 
Graham raced around the track in 
24.865 seconds, well off the record. Even 
so, Graham was easily the fastest rider 
of the timed qualifying session, as 
Atherton's second-fastest time was 
three-tenths of a second further back at 
25.165. 

Even though he was the fastest quali- 
fier, Honda-mounted Graham would 
not be allowed to compete in the Smitty 
Challenge, as the five-lap dash was 
open to Harley-Davidson riders only. 
Atherton, Carr, Farris, Springsteen, 
Michael Varnes and Jason Fletcher 
would race the American-built 
machines in the dash.

Series veteran Steve Morehead led 
the opening two laps of the first 10-lap 
heat race, but Graham had no intentions 
of putting on a lead-swapping show. 
Once he moved into the lead on lap 
three, Graham ran away and scored a 
commanding win. As he pulled further 
and further away from Morehead, 
Graham tried a variety of different lines 
before settling on an in-high, out-low 
combination at the two ends of the

track. Morehead finished a half straight- 
away behind Graham, but nevertheless 
secured a direct transfer into the main. 
Fletcher was a distant third well ahead 
of Tommy Colson and George Roeder II, 
but all three would join the rest of the 
field in a semi. 

"Squaring the corners off seemed to 
be the hot ticket in the heat," said 
: Graham. "But my guess is that the mois- 
ture will come up out of the track and 
make the groove slippery. When that 
happens, we'll ride higher up." 

Ronnie Jones got a great start aboard 
the Garvis Honda RS750 in the second 
heat and led Parker and Aaron Hill into 
turn one, but Atherton was on fire and 
charged through turns one and two 
down low and assumed the lead.as they 
raced down the back straight for the 
first time. Atherton then established an 
immediate lead, but that would vanish 
as soon as Parker made his way past 
Jones. Parker reeled in his former team- 
mate and proceeded to stalk him 
throughout the race. Parker used the 
low line in turns one and two that he 
had seen Atherton use on lap one to 
steal the lead, but Atherton squared the 
next set of corners off to retake the lead. 
On the last lap, Parker attempted the 
same feat, but once again, Atherton 
squared the corner and slammed the 
door on his good friend. At the finish it 
was Atherton with five bike lengths to 
spare over Parker, while Jones and Hill 
finished equally spread apart in third 
and fourth. 

"The harder I rode, the slower I went 
and visa versa," said Atherton. "You 
gotta go easy in the corners, it's getting 
Slick." 

Carr left little doubt in anyone's 
mind as to why he is the Grand 
National Champion by absolutely 
destroying the competition in heat race 
three. Michael Varnes was hot off the 
line, but Carr passed him on the first lap 
and waved goodbye to the rest of the 
pack. Carr tried a few different lines 
before opting to ride high in the turns. 

Reigning Canadian National 
Champion Steve Beattie gained control 
of second at the halfway point and pro- 
ceeded to pull away from fast-starter 
Varnes, and held on to finish second 
and earn a spot in his second National 


of the series. Beattie caught his foot in | 


one of the holes that began to form 
down low in turns one and two and was 
nearly yanked off his machine, but he 
recovered well enough to enjoy a sizable 
lead over Varnes and Willie McCoy at 
the flag. 

"It's getting a little rough out there,” 
said Carr, who enjoyed a full straight- 
away lead at the finish. “I felt real com- 
fortable, and feeling comfortable is half 
of the game. I think the race is going to 
be just above the groove." 

Heat four featured more than its 
share of thrills and spills. With the 
exception of Farris and Hale, the entire 
front row and most of the second row 
jumped the gun and was sent to the 
penalty line. With that, most onlookers 
expected Hale and Farris to run away 
with the two direct transfer positions. At 
the start, Farris nabbed the holeshot, but 
Undo Racing's Brett Landes surprised 
Hale by squirting ahead of him and into 
second from row two. Springsteen also 
caught Hale off guard by diving under- 
neath his younger Bartels’ Harley team- 
mate and motoring into third. Landes 
did everything he could to fight off 
Springsteen, but the elder statesman of 
dirt track racing motored into second on 
lap four and set after the quickly-van- 
ishing Farris. Hale also passed Landes 
on the next circuit. 

Meanwhile, Rusty Rogers was on 
the move after starting on the penalty 
line and was visibly one of the fastest 
riders on the track. In typical fashion, 
Rogers rode high, rode low, and 
twitched around on his way into fourth 
behind Hale. But just after Rogers 
made his move on Hale, the red flag 
came out when Varnes stepped off in 
turn two. 

Varnes walked away from his crash, 
but wasn't able to make the single-file 
restart. Farris sat first in line, ahead of 
Springsteen, Hale and Rogers, since the 
restart reverts back to the running order 
one lap before the red flag. The remain- 
ing four laps were wild ones, thanks to 
none other than the wild one himself. 
Rogers bezerked past Springsteen and 
set after Farris like a man possessed. 
Rogers used his low line in one and two 
to make the pass and went on to score a 
popular win, inches ahead of Farris. 


Graham was fastest off the line, but dropped to sixth before working back up to second. 





Springsteen and Hale followed a few 
feet back, but would ride a semi for 
another chance. 

“At the restart I was thinking shoot, 
I'm back in the same boat behind Hale 
again,” said Rogers. “But I just did what 
I had to do. That low line is what cost 
me last year, but I had to use it. I knew 
that Rodney was gonna give me a hellu- 
va run in the last corners and he did. It 
was a blast." His reference to last year's 
Parkersburg event was prompted by the 
fact that in that race he was running sec- 
ond with just one lap to go when he 
crashed on the low line.

Last year's 
Parkersburg winner Davis suffered a 
set-back when his Honda RS750 blew its 
transmission in practice, but the spunky 
North Carolinan borrowed Atherton's 
back-up Texas Harley-Davidson XR750 
and struggled to adapt to the unfamiliar 
machine. Tex  Peel/Oury/Bell/ 
Yoko/Motion  Pro/Proffer's/Kal- 
Gard/Millitec-sponsored Danny 
Koelsch, who hails from Standish, 
Michigan, qualified for his first-ever 
Grand National by finishing second, just 
ahead of Kris Kiser. 

Springsteen ran away with the third 
and final semi and enjoyed a command- 
ing lead over runner-up Ronnie Jones 
and George Roeder П at the finish. 
Roeder hounded Jones over every inch 
of the track, and at the conclusion of the 
semi his rear brake disc glowed red hot.

Graham started the evening off by 
turning in the quickest 883-class qualify- 
ing lap of 26.847 seconds, and in turn 
received a $500 check from the Sly Fox 
tavern. Graham, Springsteen and Hale 
dominated the three heat races, and no 
one was surprised to see those three rid- 
ers at the head of the pack at the start of 
the 15-lap main. Springsteen took con- 
trol of the race from the get-go, while 
Graham and Hale squabbled over sec- 
ond in the early laps. 

On lap three, Graham got free of 
Hale - who faded to an eventual sixth - 





and set out after Springsteen, who at 
that time enjoyed a seven bike length 
lead. Graham reeled in Springsteen 
slowly but surely, and on lap nine made 
the pass low in turns one and two. Once 
into the lead, Graham immediately 
began to pull away aboard his Douglas 
Fay-tuned, T. Room/CMT Marketing/ 
Dunlop/Motul/Noleen/ Arai-spon- 
sored Harley. Springsteen finished a dis- 
tant second aboard his Bartels’ machine, 
while Moroney's H-D's Fletcher out- 
dueled James Hart for third at the finish. 

"I was just sitting there feeling Jay 
out," said Graham. "We were pretty 
even on power and I just drove under- 
neath him. Once I got past him, I cut 
three real good laps and just got away.”

Atherton, Carr, Farris, Fletcher, 
Springsteen and Varnes lined up for the 
Smitty Challenge, and at the flash of the 
green light it was Carr who jumped into 
the lead. Atherton was not far behind, 
and together, the two riders out-dis- 
tanced Farris and Fletcher. Atherton fol- 
lowed Carr for two laps before swoop- 
ing past in turns three and four, and 
with that, the race was over. Atherton 
led Carr across the line by only inches, 
while Farris finished a distant third. 

"] had him beat on the first lap," said 
Atherton before winking and adding, "I 
still have a trick up my sleeve. I'll take a 
better line in the main. I only used it 
once to pass Chris, after that I rode 
somewhere else so no one else would 
see it." 

Martha Smith, Smitty's 79-year-old 
widow, presented Atherton with a 
check for $1000. 





SOMEUMES ITS almost 
too easy. 

Like Memorial Day 
weekend at Mt. Morris 
High Point Raceway.

He bolted to the head 
of the pack at the start of 
the first moto, liked the 
view, and stayed there 
the rest of the day.

Graham had the fastest reactions at 
the start of the 25-lap main, but the two- 
time Grand National Champion rode 
high in turns one and two and allowed 
Atherton, Carr, Farris and Springsteen 
to motor past on the inside. 

Once into the lead, Atherton headed 
straight for the line he had mentioned 
earlier, and immediately began to pull 
away from Farris. 

"| knew that the line would be 
there," said Atherton of the high line, up 
above the cushion. “You could just see it 
developing all night long, but I had to 
resist the temptation to go up there. “ 

Atherton squirted around the out- 
sides of all four turns and lap after lap, 
eased away from Farris until his lead 
had stretched to nearly a full straight. 
Farris, meanwhile, rode an extremely 
smooth race and held a firm grip on sec- 
ond while Graham struggled to recover 
from his poor first turn line selection. 

Graham motored past Springsteen on 
the second lap and began to work on 
Carr shortly thereafter. After hounding 
Carr for four of five laps, Graham made 
the pass low in turns three and four on 
lap nine and would never be rechal- 
lenged for the position. 

"Ricky was riding well tonight," said 
the ever-gracious Carr. "I can't deny 
him that. The cushion got blown away 
real fast and you had to go in real hard. 
I started to diamond turns one and two, 
but I just didn't have it going tonight.” 

After Graham passed Carr for third, 
he began to close the distance between 
himself and Farris, but suddenly 
seemed to drop off the pace a bit near 
the halfway point of the race. 





"I was riding so hard that I started to 
fog up my shield," said Graham. "The 
humidity back here always seems to be 
a problem." 

For the moment, Farris was safe in 
second, but his biggest opponent in the 
remaining laps would turn out to be not 
Graham, but a mechanical gremlin. 

“1 felt so good out there," said 
Farris.”I’ve been working my butt off 
and things are really starting to come 
together. But then all of a sudden the 
bike died. There was no warning. I went 
into turn one and it shut off, and I 


. thought, ‘Hey, I didn't shut off yet,’ and 


cracked the throttle open but there was 
nothing.” 

Farris coasted to a stop with only six 
laps to go and bumped the entire field 
up a notch. 

Meanwhile, Atherton continued to 
maintain his torrid pace, and squared 
off turn two a few times in order to get a 
glimpse behind him. Atherton, aboard 
his Texas Harley-Davidson/Workman 
Harley-Davidson/Sponseller 
Racing /Arai/Motion Pro/KK-backed 
Harley, went on to greet the checkered 
flag a full straightaway ahead of 
Graham. 

“My Pomona (1991) win will always 
be special to me because it was my first, 
but this one sure feels good. I think that 
a lot of people thought I wouldn’t do 
anything without the factory support, 
and it feels great to prove them wrong.” 

Graham finished a lonely, rather 
uneventful second, while Parker and 
Carr crossed the line in close formation 
in third and fourth, respectively. On the 
first and second laps, Parker was stuck 
back in 12th place, but methodically 





was set 
post the best Grand National finish of his career, but his bike broke with six laps to go. 
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picked off his rivals one by one until he 
was on Carr's tail. 

"You know me, I always ride pretty 
conservative at the start of a race," said 
Parker. "I was just plugging away and 
giving it my best." 

On the final lap, Parker and Carr 
encountered a few lapped riders that 
played a major role in the outcome of 
their battle. Parker shadowed Carr as 
they raced into turn three for the last 
time. Carr rode high and got stuck 
behind a slower rider, while Parker 
dove down low and scored third. 

"I'd say that Chris got screwed," 
admitted Parker. "I saw him get boxed 
in and I knew that was my chance." 

Though Carr was upset, he refused 
to point fingers. 

“ТЇ just give credit to Kris Kiser, he 
moved over like he should have when 
we were lapping him," said fourth-place 
Carr. 

Rogers crossed the finish line fifth 
after suffering a terrible start and fight- 
ing his way through the field. In the 
main, he repeatedly used his low line in 
one and two, and on one occasion, was 
joined by Parker down low. 

"I was pretty much the only guy 
going that low," said a happy Rogers. 
"But then Scotty passed me even lower. 
I wasn't surprised though, that's why 
he's a four-time champ. I'm really 
happy with fifth, this is my best finish 
so far this year. I wanted to make sure I 
didn't go down." 

Springsteen rode a steady race and 
finished sixth. "I felt good, but the other 
guys must have felt a little better," 
Springsteen said.

Foparty doubles Russell 


takes points lead in Spain

ALBACETE, SPAIN, MAY 30 

rands Hatch had been wet. 
B Hockenheim had simply been a 

question of getting attached to the 
right freight train at the right time. Surely, 
the circuit of Albacete was going to be the 
place where it would happen: Spain 
would be the perfect arena for Giancarlo 
Falappa and Scott Russell to give us the 
first, no-nonsense confrontation of the 
season between the two title favorites. 
Well, both did clash, but their battle 
ended in the dust during the first of two 
legs. For Falappa, it was just one of those 
weekends - a few hours later, he also 
ended the second heat prematurely, his 
Ducati coasting to a halt. At the same 
time, Russell went on to take second 
place, catapulting him into the lead in the 





World Championship point standings. 
But the man of the moment was Carl 
Fogarty. After receiving an updated ver- 
sion of the works Ducati, he rode it like a 
man possessed to take victories in both 
legs. 

P he two-race sweep moved Fogarty 
up to fifth in the standings with 64 points, 
17 points behind new leader Russell. The 
Georgian leads his Muzzy Kawasaki 
teammate Aaron Slight by on two points, 
81-79. Falappa dropped to third with 75 
points, just 10 points clear of fourth- 
placed Fabrizio Pirovano. 


Qualifying 
For most riders, Albacete was not a 
new venue. The two-year-old circuit had 








already hosted a World Superbike round, 
and even Scott Russell had visited 'La 
Torrecica' during one of his few trips to 
the Old Continent. 

Strangely, Spaniard Juan Garriga was 
the exception to the rule: "When I came 
down to Albacete, I did not have a clue as 
to where the circuit was. And I must 
admit that this kind of Mickey Mouse 
track is not really my cup of tea. Despite 
my second place at Hockenheim, I am 
still not used to riding a superbike prop- 
erly. Especially in terms of acceleration - a 
four-stroke is a whole different ballgame 
compared to a two-stroke Grand Prix 
machine." 

Garriga, still some kind of a national 
hero on the Spanish race tracks (judging 
from the number of banners), was 10th 
after a pretty uneventful official practice. 
He agreed, however, with all of his col- 
leagues that the track was very slippery. 
Aaron Slight, Terry Rymer and Daniel 
Amatriain were among the best-known 
riders who crashed during practice. Kiwi 
Slight and Marlboro-backed Spaniard 
Amatriain only had to clean the inside of 
their bikes' fairings from gravel and dust; 
Rymer, though, had to go see the doctor, 
where they found some torn ligaments in 
the Brit's wrist. It would not keep him 
from putting down some ultra-fast lap- 
times, though. 

Pole position eventually went to 
Slight, who had only allowed his team- 
mate Russell to lead him after the first (of 
two) timed sessions. For Slight, this was 
his first pole position in his World 
Superbike career: "Yeah, I am pretty 
happy," he said. "Especially as my 
headache and my sore neck from 
Thursday's crash only wore down today. 
The best engine, which was in the 
crashed bike, was built into another chas- 
sis, and that worked out fine. I get to 
know the Dunlop tires too now; I learnt a 
lot about sliding a rear tire during our 
private test session at Brno 
(Czechoslovakia) a week ago. We didn’t 
have a perfect tire, and I had to start 
pushing the bike further than I was used 
to in order to make some decent times. 
And I agree that it is much more fun 
when you can slide the bike around. Still, 
this track will be very hard on tires 
tomorrow, and we can only hope to pick 
out the right set.” 

The second Muzzy Kawasaki was 








parked right next to Slight’s. Russell had 
clocked the best time in the morning ses- 
sion, but later concentrated on testing 
race tires for Dunlop: “I managed to do a 
full race distance in the second session, 
and in the last couple of minutes I wanted 
to have a go at Aaron’s times. But then 
everybody got in my way.” Russell only 
used one bike the whole day, and his 
mechanics even removed the computer 
equipment which had been installed on 
the bike on Friday. “We just don’t have a 
guy who can concentrate on that data,” 
Russell added. 

Third fastest time went to Fogarty, 
who had - like his Ducati colleagues - an 
evolved engine at his disposal. Apart 
from the different cylinder and piston, the 
Italians had put much effort into the oil 
circulation system, which had caused 
them so much trouble in Hockenheim. 
Fogarty didn’t change a lot on his bike 
after the first practice session, but he did 
use double carbon brakes for the first 
time. Until Hockenheim, he had felt more 
comfortable with the steel/carbon mix. 
But the very tortuous circuit and the high 
temperatures made him change his mind 
in Spain. 

"I am really getting into the groove 
now,” said the man from Blackburn, 
England. “I am a rider who needs to 
spend a lot of time on a bike before feel- 
ing really well. The British rounds I did 
have allowed me to get into the right 
gear. Let's wait and see what happens 
tomorrow." 

The fourth rider on the first row was 
Piergiorgio Bontempi, who was using a 
different gearbox in his Kawasaki after a 
private practice session at Misano in Italy. 
Rymer made the Dunlop success story 
complete by guiding his Henk De Vries- 
tuned Yamaha to fifth place on the start- 
ing grid, despite his sore hand after the 
Thursday crash. 

The second row was occupied by 
Falappa, surprising Mauro Lucchiari, 
Dani Amatriain and Stephane Mertens. 
An excellent performance by the Belgian, 
when you take into account that doctors 
discovered some days after his 
Hockenheim practice crash that he had 
five cracked vertebrae and a severely 
damaged pelvis. "It can be dangerous 
only when 1 get off the bike before the 
flag has dropped," the Ducati-rider tried 
to summon up courage. 

Simon Crafar. (who will use a bor- 
rowed Ducati from the Roche Team in 
four more Superbike races) was 11th and 
the first official Yamaha was only 12th, 
ridden by Fred Merkel. 

“We went to do some testing in 
Misano a couple of weeks ago," 
Californian Merkel said. “And the carbu- 
retion and rear suspension problems 
seem to be resolved now, but I am a bit 
worried about the tires. I can't find any 
traction on this track." 

Merkel was followed by Rob McElnea, 
Fabrizio Pirovano (“I don't like riding 
sideways for half of the circuit") and 
Adrien Morillas, who still has to do with 
only one Kawasaki, lent to him by the 
French importer. 

Tripp Nobles definitely went better 
than he had on the "autobahn" circuit of 
Hockenheim, where pure power is the 
name of the game: “I’m not so far off the 
pace here," the 19th placed Georgian 
remarked. ^But I can't get all the power 
down. Maybe I just haven't chosen the 
right tires today." 

Only one rider had to be sent home 
after the two practice sessions as only 37 
riders had tried to qualify for the 36 spots.

Pirovano and Falappa no longer have 
the monopoly on holeshots. At noon 
sharp, with the 30,000 fanatic Spanish 
spectators igniting their fireworks along 
the track, Bontempi got away first when 
the lights turned to green for the first 








time. He was followed by Fogarty, 
Mertens, Slight, Pirovano, Falappa, 
Russell, and the rest of the gang. 

Even though the young Italian seems 
to have developed into a more mature 
rider than he was last year, it was obvious 
that he would not be able to hold back the 
attacks from his colleagues. On the third 
lap, Fogarty dived past him and started to 
slowly pull away, with Mertens and 
Slight right on his tail. Despite his shaky 
physical condition, Mertens didn't seem 
happy with the situation and on lap 
seven he tried to outbrake the leader. 
Mertens would end up flat on his back- 
side, fortunately not hurting himself even 
more. 

“I had gone third into the first corner, 
and I was planning on doing a safe race," 
Mertens said. "But right from the start the 
front tire started to slide a little bit. On the 
seventh lap, I was unable to react fast 
enough, and I went down. I tried to 
restart the engine, but the Ducati just 
didn't go for it." 

Slight lost some two seconds in avoid- 
ing the crashed Belgian, and, for Fogarty, 
this was the opportunity to get away. 
After 10 laps, Foggy had a four-second 
lead over a lonesome Slight, while 
Falappa and Russell kept each other com- 
pany after a bad start. Both favorites for 
the series title had steamrolled their way 
to the front positions, and were soon bat- 
tling it out for third and fourth places. 
Pirovano, Bontempi and Garriga - all of 
them confronted with a wrong tire choice 
- had their sights on fifth place, while 
Merkel cruised around in 11th place. 
Honda-rider Nobles did pretty well with 
the oldest Superbike around, and he tried 
to make life hard on Christer Lindholm, 
in a fight for the last available World 
Championship point. 

Some laps later, most of the 
Frenchmen went out of the race: 
Dominique Sarron pulled in after his sus- 
pension had turned out to be too stiff and 
Adrien Morillas retired with some bro- 
ken spark plugs. The next one to leave 
his bike standing against the hay bales 
was Nobles. The Honda rider went down 
the first time in the hairpin, picked his 
bike up again and charged back on. the 
track, in an attempt to make up the 
ground lost on Lindholm. But a few cor- 
ners later he went down again: "It must 
have been the gravel on the tires," he 
said "Too bad, because I really enjoyed 
myself." 

Six laps before the end, however, the 
championship standings got a serious 
blow. For Russell, the time had come to 
try and get away from Falappa and 
secure third position. The Kawasaki rider 
got past his Italian colleague on the curbs, 
dashing over them in an attempt to hold 
back the Ducati. An extra-late braking 
maneuver, followed by an equally des- 
perate passing move by Falappa, and 
they both ended up in the gravel trap at 
the end of the straight. And while the 
Muzzy and Roche crews hurriedly 
removed all the broken parts, the two rid- 
ers walked back to the pits - dead calm 
and side by side. У 

Russell said, "What can I say? We 
bumped into each other, both of us not 
wanting to give in. It's nobody's fault. 
That's racing..." Falappa agreed. 

By the time Herve Moineau also went 
down (two laps before the end), most 
places had been secured: Fogarty won 
his first race of the season easily from 
Slight. 

“After 10 laps, I tried to keep my four- 
second lead intact,” Fogarty said. “The 
first two laps, I had gone rather slow, in 
order to let my tires warm up properly. I 
did not really worry when Mertens 
steamed by. The only thing which pre- 
vented me from getting bored was the 
clutch, which started to give me some 
problems at the halfway point..” 

Slight was quite happy about his 
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result, too: "I burnt up my tires in the 
beginning. Later, I was held up by 
Mertens and Bontempi. But I didn't want 
to do any stupid things and just keep my 
place." In the final meters, Bontempi rode 
to one of the best results in his career, 
overtaking Pirovano in the last corner 
before the finish. 

Pirovano finished fourth, from 
Amatriain, Garriga, Rymer and Simon 
Crafar. Merkel, ninth, was much less talk- 
ative than normal: “This is a rather frus- 
trating weekend. Physically, I feel as fit as 
ever, but that does not help you much 
when you move the throttle and you feel 
the wheel spinning - even on the 
straights. And I do not see why the sec- 
ond heat should be much better." 


Race2 


Falappa had taken his first DNF of the 
year like a man. But the Italian was going 
to be plagued by more misfortune even 
before the second race really got under- 
way. He returned from the sighting lap 
with a terribly sick sounding Ducati. 
Roche and his technical crew changed the 
electronic management system in the 
nose of the bike on the starting grid, and 
Falappa was sent back on the track with 
very little hope of surviving another 28 
laps. He got away in 10th position, but 
pretty soon realized that his race would 
soon be over. After six laps, that was it 
and Falappa could only watch his col- 
leagues fighting it out over the now 
vacant first position in the point stand- 
ings. The disappointed Italian knew, 
however, that anything could happen still 
in the championship. 

"Before the race at Misano, we have 
planned some private practice sessions at 
the circuit," Falappa said. "Before we 
came here, these were aimed mainly at 
cooling myself down a bit before that 
fourth round of the World Champion- 
ship. The Italian race is very important 
for me, and if I had the opportunity to 
prepare the event in the best possible cir- 
cumstances, I might be less nervous. But 
now it seems that we will have to use that 
practice session also to try and stay in 
front of the Kawasakis." 

At that moment, Fogarty had again 
quite a comfortable lead over the rest of 
the field. Russell was a lone second, and 


Slight, Mertens and Garriga could not 


come to terms over third place. The three 
riders never swapped positions during 
the race, but they stayed close enough to 
make the final result difficult to predict. 
Bontempi was sixth for most of the race, 
whereas Mauro Lucchiari dropped back 
from seventh to 10th after Pirovano, 
Crafar and Rymer passed him in the last 
half of the race. Fogarty had only one 
problem. 

^By mid-race, my three-second lead 
shrunk to one second," he said. “I had 
lost concentration and made some mis- 
takes, which gave Scott (Russell) the pos- 
sibility to come back. But then I managed 
to get my act together again, and I fin- 
ished again with a three-second lead over 
the rest of the field." 

Russell was fairly pleased with his 
race, especially since his second place 
allowed him to inherit the lead in the 
point standings: "Apart from some front- 
end chatter, I had a pretty uneventful 
race. The tires were sliding, but it all hap- 
pened pretty consistently. In the last cou- 
ple of laps, there were only some lapped 
riders who got into the way." 

Merkel finished 12th after a long dice 
with Adrien Morillas, Rob McElnea and 
Jeffry De Vries. "I have nothing to say 
about this round," the very disappointed 
former World Champion said later. 

Nobles finished 24th, after a very cau- 
tious race: ^I had to-use the B-bike for the 
second heat, which was not as good as 
the one I had crashed earlier. I was still a 
little sore after the crash, and I didn't get 
up to my lap times from the first heat. But

Barnes dominates Moroso

WEST PALM BEACH, FL, MAY 30 
he rescheduled Moroso 
Motorsports Park round of the 
WERA Formula USA Series - rained 
out in mid-March and continued on 
May 30th - was claimed by 
Fastline/MCM's Michael Barnes as his 
own. Barnes not only dominated both 
legs of F-USA competition, he also won 
the hotly contested Formula II event. 
And Barnes could very well have made 
a hat-trick on the weekend if a slowly 
healing broken right collarbone hadn’t 
forced him to withdraw from the 
Formula III race. 
For his efforts, Barnes pocketed the 
$5000 winner's share of the $17,650 F- 


USA purse, plus the $3000 he won in. 


Formula II aboard a Hall'N'Still Yamaha 
TZ250. 

Second overall in F-USA was earned 
by Valvoline Suzuki's Michael Martin, 
who was also competing with a broken 
right collarbone, suffered during the 
previous round of the series at Road 
Atlanta, scarcely two weeks before 
Moroso. 

“My shoulder still hurt pretty badly,” 
said Martin after the race. “But my 
physical trainer, Drake Moore, really 
coaxed me back into shape...and after I 
missed the first round, I had to give 





Moroso a go because if I didn’t, the title 
chase would have slipped totally out of 
my reach.” 

And with the way the series is shap- 
ing up, Martin already has his work cut 
out for him. Tied for seventh with 
Hall'N'Still's Tray Batey, Martin already 
trails series leader Chris D'Aluisio, 
fourth overall at Moroso, by 13 points, 
30-17. 

Second seeded is D'Aluisio's 
Southwest Motorsports teammate and 
the rider who claimed Moroso's final 
podium spot Danny Walker, who, in 
turn, barely leads Performance South's 
Rich Oliver, 26-25, respectively. Joe Brett 
Williams, piloting a Mike Velasco- 
tuned, 1000cc Honda CBR900 is tied for 
fourth with opening round winner John 
Ashmead on 22 points, while Barnes' 
solitary win puts him sixth with 20 
points. D'Aluisio and Walker sitting 
atop the point standings is not particu- 
larly amazing news until one considers 
the fact that the top three ride Yamaha 
TZ250s - once a bike considered uncom- 
petitive in unlimited F-USA competi- 
tion.

always in a flat-out rush to get ahead of 
the four-strokes off the starting line - if a 
250 gets caught in traffic off the grid, 
they're doomed as the four-strokes pull 
away. Add this situation with the fact 
that Moroso's start line leads straight 
down the tail end of a long dragstrip, 
throw in a pelting rain, and you're in for 
one hectic F-USA start. 

“I had a pretty bad start in the first 
leg," Barnes said later. "Entering turn 
one, all of these 250 guys are swarming 
around - I didn't know what to do. I 
didn't want to take any of them out, but 
they were on my line. But it actually 
worked for the best, because I don't 
know if I would have made the turn. 


"Опе of the Southwest guys, I think it 


was D'Aluisio, hit me on the outside 
and that allowed me to change my line 
and continue on down the track." 

While Barnes was bouncing around 
in the pack, pole sitter Craig Gaver was 
off and running - he was fending off 
Martin, Joe Brett Williams and Dave 
Sadowski, and looked set to pull of an 
upset win. 

At the end of the first lap, Barnes 
had chased down the aforementioned 
pack of leaders, and on the next go- 
around, he dropped Sadowski, 











Williams and Martin, setting his sights 
on Gaver. 

And Gaver couldn't hold him off for 
long. On the third lap, Barnes was in 
front, and trying to shake Gaver. 

Meanwhile, Sadowski dropped back 
and pitted after sucking a huge splash of 
water into his engine on the third lap. 
He would later reenter to complete 
seven of the 12 laps. That left Martin all 
alone in third. 

“1 was being really conservative in 
the opening laps," said Martin. "And 
then Danny Walker came around me 
and I was like "Wow! I've got to get 
going, and picked it up. Danny and I 
had a really good battle going there for 
a while. And, man, I could kill him on 
the straights, then he'd come winging 
around the outside of me in the turns, 
but he eventually got far enough ahead 
of me on the straights that I lost touch." 

Indeed, Walker was on the go after 
being mired in eighth on the opening 
lap. He steadily picked his way up to 
and past Martin. With three laps to go, 
Walker was all over Gaver, who had by 
then lost touch with Barnes. 

"I'm not sure what happened," said 
Gaver after the first leg, “I. don’t have 
much experience with rain tires, but the 
rear was old, and 1 think I cooked it.” 

With Gaver getting into some 
wicked, crossed-up slides, Walker 
pounced on the final lap: “I went ballis- 
tic,” he said. “I got around Gaver and 
then I took some kinda funky lines 
down the straight leading to the check- 
ered: First I was on one side, then ‘no, 
no, no, I'm over here, next down the 
middle, just all in the way,’ so if Gaver 
was going to come around me, he'd 
really have to think twice about it." 

Walker's ploy worked, landing him 
in second place, five seconds adrift of 
winner Barnes. Martin remained in 
fourth behind Gaver, with Oliver beat- 
ing out Graves for fifth; the latter of 
whom was piloting a Suzuki GSXR750 
Superstock bike belonging to teammate 
Stevie Patterson which he theorized 
would be faster in the rain than a 
Formula bike. However, Martin proved 
that theory wrong. 

D'Aluisio, taking his time to get up 
to speed in the rain, ended up seventh. 
Chip Terrell, Performance South's 
Chuck Sorensen and Williams rounded 
out the top 10. 

Rain fell intermittently between F- 
USA legs, leaving competitors with a 
crucial choice between rain, intermedi- 
ate, or slick tires. In the end, of the top 
competitors, only Martin, Graves, and 
D'Aluisio chose correctly as hand cut 
slicks were the way to go. Everyone else 
was caught out with at least one rain 
tire, which cooked and went off in the 
what turned out to be a dry final leg. 

Indecisive about what tires to run, 
Barnes snooped around the Valvoline 
pits until he saw slicks being put on 
Martin's bike, at which point he bolted 
to his own pits and mounted a left-over 
cut rear slick and a new front that 
Hall’N’Still’s Robert Nutt had cut in the 
morning. Grid positions for the second 
leg are determined by the finishing 
order of the first, meaning Barnes was 
on pole - it evolved nothing like the 
messy start of the first leg. 

^I nailed a holeshot, got out front, 
and then, piece of cake, I took off to the 
win," said Barnes after the second leg. 
"Basically, I got such a good start that I 
was one or two seconds ahead at the 
end of the first lap, and I kept that dis- 
tance throughout the race -which was 
easy, because I’m really comfortable at 
Moroso. I know every inch of the track, 
and that is a great advantage, especially 
in bad weather." 

Martin ran an equally lonely race 
into second after his only challenger, 
Gaver, crashed out on the fourth lap. "I

was riding really hard," said Martin, 
who was very pleased to escape the mis- 
erable conditions without further ham- 
pering his broken collarbone, and with 
17 points to boot: "But Barnes, that 
dude's a fish. He's so fast in the tain, 
always has been, there was no catching 
him today." 

D'Aluisio came alive in the second, 
dry leg, taking third ahead of Graves, 
who had to start from the back of the 
grid since he switched to his F-USA- 
spec machine. Fifth and sixth went to 
Walker and Oliver, respectively, with 
both riding on badly worn front rain 
tires. Kurt Hall entered this leg only, 
placing seventh, ahead of Hall'N'Still's 
Tray Batey, Williams and Sadowski, the 
later of whom started in the back with 
Graves after dropping out of the first 
leg. With Barnes the obvious overall 
winner, the final scores showed Martin 
in second overall, ahead of Walker, 
D'Aluisio, Graves, and Oliver. 


Formula II 


Held in between F-USA legs, the Air 
Tech Formula II event turned out to be 
the Michael Barnes Show, Part Deux. 
Barnes hopped on а Hall'N'Still 
prepped Yamaha TZ250, fought with 
Performance South's Rich Oliver for a 
few laps, and stormed off to another 
win, but just barely. 

"The bars on Fastline's Suzuki 
(GSXR1100) are so wide," explained 
Barnes after this victory, while a friend 
applied ice to his busted collarbone, 
"that I can do all of my countersteering 
with my left arm, no problem. But the 
250 is so narrow - it really wears me 
out." 

Consequently, Barnes slowed a tad at 
the end of the 14-lap race, and Oliver 
had one final shot at the win. 

^On the last lap," Oliver said. "I 
caught Barnes in the last turn, drafted 
him down the straight, but couldn't pass 
him through the kink right before the 
checkered flag -because I would have 
had to hit him - so I settled for second." 

Southwest's Walker, a bit down on 
speed due to a lack of development time 
after a pre-race practice seizure and 
€rash, diced with Oliver for second until 
the 12th lap, when teammate D'Aluisio 
captured third, dropping Walker back to 
fourth, where both would stay until the 
end. 

Defending F-II Champion Kurt Hall 
was fifth on the Scott Hall Import’s 
backed entry, ahead of Performance 
South’s Chuck Sorensen, and the third 





Southwest Motorsports entry of Chris 
Taylor. Eighth was earned by Michael 
Himmelsbach, while Greg Esser and 
Leon Cortez rounded out the top 10. 

By virtue of his first and third place 
finishes in the two rounds now com- 
plete, D’Aluisio leads the F-II point 
standings over Oliver (a pair of sec- 
onds), 35-34. Walker lies third with 26 
points with Hall fourth on 22 points.

Veteran John Long was out of the 
hunt for the win even before the race 
began: he was riding on slicks, a danger- 
ous proposition which caused him to be 
lapped. The next claimed by horrid 
weather was the Hayden brothers, 
Tommy and Nicky, as both fouled spark 
plugs. 

Then Kevin Murray got off track 
while hunting for the lead, reentered, 
and was also lapped. What all of this left 
was winner Marcello del Guidice. 
Nearly a minute and a half behind, 
though still on the lead lap, was second 
place finisher Nancy Delgado. Murray 
still ended up third in the sparse field, 
Long fourth, with Tommy and Nicky 
Hayden fifth and sixth, respectively. 


Support races 


The opening Superstock race was the 
Vanson 750 Superstock class, most of 
which was an exciting, three-way battle 
between Valvoline Suzuki teammates 
Kurt Hall and Stevie Patterson and 
Hall’N’Still’s Tray Batey. But with four 
laps remaining, Batey nearly highsided 
and dropped off the pace. Hall abruptly 
dropped nearly a second and a half off 
his lap times, and ran away to a clear 
victory over Patterson. Rounding out 
the top five was Batey, Aaron Yates and 
Ernie Kicklighter. 

The 1100cc class was entirely Tray 
Batey's show. Batey ran away and hid 
from the everyone, finishing nearly 21 
seconds ahead of his closest competitor, 
Valvoline Suzuki support rider David 
Stanton. Danny Roberts captured third 
ahead of Patterson and Kevin Rentzell. 
The 600cc Superstock class saw Danny 
Roberts control most of the race, finish- 
ing with three seconds to spare over the 
battle for second - which saw first year 
experts David Estok and Yates dice for 
the spot. Estok took over Yates with 
Valvoline's Stanton and Patterson 
rounding out the top five.

In the Yamaha Seca II Challenge Rod 
Burr, fresh off his win in the previous 
Road Atlanta round, proved that he is 
the best rain rider in the series. After the 
first lap was completed, the ultra- 
smooth Burr was already four seconds 
ahead of the field. With five laps down, 
Burr held a whopping 20-second lead. 
Too bad Burr's motor was illegal in a 
post race teardown. With his cylinder 
head suspected as being illegal, it was 
confiscated and sent to Yamaha for a 
final judgment. The provisional results 
list Garry Hasher as the winner, fol- 
lowed by Kelly Drew, who had made a 
spirited, late charge into that second 
spot, and Steve Doolin. Todd Cleveland 
motocrossed his way to fourth, just 
ahead of David Olin. 

Metzeler Future Stars action saw 
Riva Yamaha's Marc Coop blitz the 
field, handily besting fellow Boca Raton, 
Florida, resident Marc Conti by over 
eight seconds.

Ricky Graham scored a pair of wins 

at the Budweiser Eastern Regional 
Mile at the Illinois State Fairgrounds, 
topping both the 750cc and Harley- 
Davidson 883 classes in grand style 
aboard his Team Undo Honda RS750 
and Douglas Fay-tuned Harley- 
Davidson 883 race bikes, respectively. 

" know this is only a Regional, but 
the competition is really tough," said 
Graham. "You just have to get after it." 

Many of the nation's top Experts 
showed up at the Illinois Motorcycle 
Dealers Association-promoted event to 
tune up for the Grand National that 
would follow two days later. A turnout 
of 167 total rider entries filled the 750, 
600, 883 and Pro-Am classes. 

Gardner Racing/Walters Bros. H- 
D/Weibler Enterprises-backed Lance 
Jones continued his impressive return to 
racing by turning in the fastest qualify- 
ing lap of the day. Jones stopped the 
clocks at 35.634 seconds, just a hair 
quicker than Rich King's 35.855. 
Graham and Kevin Atherton also turned 
in 35-second laps and rounded out the 
top four qualifiers. Jones' fast lap was 
turned at an average speed of 101.027 
mph. 

Those same riders blazed to the wins 
in each of the four heat races, and the 
stage was set for the main event. At the 
flash of the green light, Graham wasted 
little time establishing his dominance 
and led every lap aboard his Johnny 
Goad-tuned, Team Undo/Honda 
Dealers Group/ Arai/Fox/Frontier 
Ford/Z Galleries/Tsubaki/Panasonic 
Car Audio/Clawson Honda-sponsored 
Honda RS750. 

“I was able to get through the corners 
real good," said Graham. "I hope I can 
do the same in the Grand National." 

Donahue H-D's Davey Durelle ran 
second from start to finish, and looked 
to be well-recovered from injuries he 
suffered at the end of the season last 
year. Durelle held a firm grip on the 





runner-up spot, while Canadian Steve 
Beattie, Jones, King, Will Davis, Davey 
Camlin, Atherton and Rodney Farris 
waged an all-out war over third. 

In the end, it was Atherton who 
worked through the pack and nabbed 
third at the line. King drafted into fourth 
at the finish ahead of Camlin, Beattie, 
Farris and Davis. 

In the R.K. Stratmann-sponsored 
Harley-Davidson 883 class, Graham and 
Robert Buffington nabbed the wins in 
the two heat races. In the main event, 
Matt Wait jumped into the early lead, 
but was no match for Buffington and 
Graham, who motored by on lap one. 
Then Buffington slipped off the groove 
and handed the lead to Graham. Once 
out front, Graham ran away with his 
second win of the day with relative ease. 

“It feels good to win here at 
Springfield again aboard a Harley- 
Davidson," said Graham of his winning 
ride on the Douglas Fay-tuned, T. 
Room/HES Performance Products/ 
Noleen/CMT Marketing/Dunlop/ 
Motul/Motion Pro/Ruth Van Engin- 
eering/ EBC/Tsubaki/Arai/Sports 
-backed 883. "The last time I won on a 
Harley at Springfield was back in 1983." 

Buffington regrouped from his slip 
off the groove and regained second 
when Wait also slipped off the fast line. 
Steve Morehead came blasting through 
the pack to nab third at the finish, ahead 
of Wait, Ron Crabbe and Mike Reid. 

Since Graham ran away with the 
wins in the 750 and 883 classes, the 
600cc class action proved to be the clos- 
est of the day. Fast qualifier Bret Beyer 
took control of the first heat at the star, 
but mechanical problems sent him to the 
sidelines. Ty Howard took over and 
went on to win the first heat race. James 
Hart, Erik Grabeal and Tom Troudt won 
the other three. 

In the main event, eight. riders were 
still in the hunt for the win on the sev- 
enth of 10 laps. Mike Hacker led laps 
eight and nine, only to have Suburban 
H-D/Joe Houpt/Sean  Oster/Stan 
Millard/Squirts/Bell /Midwestern 
Anodizing-sponsored Jim Sumner draft 
by for the win. Hacker held on to sec- 
ond, ahead of James Hart, Dale 
Jenneman, Troudt, Roy Hart, Al Eadie 
and Howard. 

Ken Coolbeth, Shawn Clark, Doug 
Beattie, Paul Morgan, Randy Shank and 
Ryan Brown topped each of the six Pro- 
Am heat races. Clark grabbed the early 
lead at the start of the main, but was 
quickly set back by Coolbeth. With that, 
R&I Manufacturing/Bell/Spectro/ 
Wilcox MC/Beatty Construction/Hawg 
Wild/M. Cass-sponsored Coolbeth 
pulled out an impressive lead and went 
unchallenged to the finish. 

Morgan settled into second with 
Beattie close behind. Morgan weathered 
an unsettling encounter on the last lap 
and Beattie slipped into second. 

“I was just driving through the turn 
when I got a lot of traction and ran into 
the inside rail," said Morgan, who sport- 
ed a three-inch hole in the shoulder of 
his new leathers. [^]

Little Burr win to Hrehor 


MCARTHUR, OH, MAY 30 

e won't be eligible to represent the 
H U.S. at the International Six Days 

Enduro (ISDE) in Holland this fall, 
but AMA officials are probably begin- 
ning to wish otherwise, as Czech hero 
Jan Hrehor bested some of the country’s 
best Six Days riders to post the overall 
victory at the one-day Little Burr 
Reliability Qualifier that was hosted by 
the Enduro Riders’ Association. 

A few years ago Hrehor was one of 
the top enduro riders in his home coun- 
try of Czechoslovakia, but for the past 
two seasons, he and his family have 
been staying in Traveler’s Rest, South 
Carolina, with close friend and defend- 
ing National Enduro Champion Randy 
Hawkins, while Hrehor contests the 
National Reliability Enduro, Hare 
Scrambles and Cross Country circuits. 
Per FIM regulations, riders can only ride 
for the nation of their citizenship in 
international team competition, so 
Hrehor will probably compete for his 
home country in October. After a year of 
riding Suzukis, the diminutive 26-year- 
old has switched to a Yamaha YZ250, 
and he receives most of his support 


from Ohio’s Lancaster Sport Cycles. 
Hrehor also topped the first day of the 
opening round in Tulsa before slipping 
to fourth in the final results, but he 
experienced problems at the second 
round in New Jersey and finished back 
in the pack. 

Finishing just nine seconds in back of 
Hrehor in the runner-up position was 
four-time National Enduro Champion 
Terry Cunningham, on a Kawasaki 
KX125. The Team Green rider, who 
earned all of his titles in the mid-1980s, 
hails from nearby Athens and was rid- 
ing in his first round of this year’s series. 
Placing third was Suzuki's Steve Hatch, 
with Tim Shephard, the co-owner of 
Lancaster Sport Cycles, fourth and 
Husqvarna rider Duane Conner com- 
pleting the top five overall. 

The host club had planned for rain, 
but dry weather prevailed and the 
schedule for the 70-mile loop was fairly 
lax. The transfer sections consisted in 
large part of gravel two-track and paved 
roads, so it wasn't difficult to stay on 
time. In contrast to the previous round 
where a controversial route check all but 


decided the overall winner, none of the 
top-placing riders dropped any route 
points in Ohio. The course, which riders 
completed two times for a total of 140 
miles, included one grass track and two 
terrain tests. Riders were timed both 
times through on the grass track and 
one time on each of the terrain tests. At 
the end of the day the riders competed 
in a final motocross test. 

After the 8 a.m. start, the course took 
riders over a few easy miles of dirt 
roads before dropping them into the 
first special test, a grass track that was 
laid out in an off-camber hay field. 
Hrehor got things off to a good start by 
posting a time of 386 seconds for the 
quickest ride through the test, though 
Suzuki's Rodney Smith, winner of the 
opening round, tied Hrehor with the 
exact same time. Cunningham and 
Hatch tied with the next-quickest time 
of 395 seconds, which put Cunni 
in the lead of the 125cc division. 
Hawkins was just one tick back with a 
396-second score. Doug Deaton was 
impressive on his Kawasaki, posting a 
time of 399 seconds. 


About midway through the loop, 
competitors were greeted by the first 
terrain test, a 3.2-mile section of trail 
through the woods. The Yamaha/Sport 
Cycles/Pro Circuit/Scott/MSR/ Bieffe/ 
Boyesen/W.E.R./Metzeler/Pro Taper/ 
Tsubaki/Bel-Ray /Sprocket Specialists- 
sponsored Hrehor was again the fastest, 
turning a time of just 477 seconds. This 
time Hrehor's competition wasn't as 
impressive; Cunningham was the clos- 
est, exiting the test with a 492-second 
time, and Hatch was just two seconds 
back at 494. 

Hrehor's chances for an overall victo- 
ry suddenly increased when both 
Hawkins and Hatch missed an arrow 
and got lost in the test, losing valuable 
time. In fact, many riders overshot the 
same poorly marked turn, though most 
realized their mistake earlier than the 
two Suzuki teammates. Hawkins' score 
was 772 seconds, and Smith lost a 
whopping 940 seconds before he finally 
got back on track and exited the test. 

The remainder of the first loop was 
uneventful for the majority of the riders, 
and many switched to "cruise control"

for the trek back to the pits. After refuel- 
ing, they again headed into the grass 
track. Since they were now familiar with 
the track, most riders' scores were sig- 
nificantly lower the second time 
through. Though his overall score had 
already been ruined by his first-loop 
excursion, Smith still had his pride at 
stake, and he smoked through the grass 
track in just 375 seconds for the quickest 
time of the day, 10 seconds faster than 
his nearest competitor. Hawkins was in 
a similar situation, and with nothing to 
lose, the Suzuki ace posted the fourth- 
best time of 385 seconds. Hrehor com- 
pleted the test in 380 seconds, and was 
the fastest rider who still had a realistic 
shot at the win. Cunningham was close 
behind with a 382-second timing. 

. The fourth test came near the end of 
the loop, and it was again a fast terrain 
test through the Ohio woods. Hrehor 
shredded the test in 390 seconds, 
increasing his advantage оп 
Cunningham, the third-fastest rider 
with a 401-second time. Second-best was 
Smith with 393 seconds, while Hawkins 
backed off the pace to record a 422-sec- 
ond time. 

The finish was soon after, and only 
the dusty final moto remained. Each 
moto ran five laps, and riders ran in 
groups but were timed individually. 
Cunningham blazed around the 
motocross track with a 374-second time. 
Husqvarna's Fred Hoess, the overall 
winner at round two in New Jersey, was 
20 seconds off of Cunningham's pace for 
second in the 125cc division. 
Cunningham's score was easily the 
fastest in the 125cc class, and would 
prove to be the best overall. However, 
Hrehor's had secured a 37-second 
advantage coming into the final moto, 
so it would take a disastrous ride by the 
Czech to lose the enduro. 

Hrehor wasn't about to choke, how- 
ever, and the ISDE veteran completed 
his final moto in 402 seconds, earning 
the overall win by a slim nine seconds. 
Smith was the fastest of the riders in the 
250cc class, turning in a score of just 377 
seconds. Had it not been for his mishap 
in the first terrain test, the former MX 
G.P. contender would definitely have 
been in contention for the overall. As it 
was, Smith finished well back in his 
class, earning a silver medal. 

In the Open class, David Santi bested 
Marc Grossman for the win in the final 
moto, though Deaton had enough of an 
advantage that he earned the class win. 
David Rhodes manhandled the thumper 
class' final moto with a 385-second 
score, wrapping up the 350cc Four- 
Stroke class win by a comfortable mar- 
gin over Erik Nijkamp. Jared Green was 
the top rider in the Open Four-Stroke 
division, while Kelvin Thomas finished 
second. €N

Brinegar bombs Carlsbad MX

CARLSBAD, CA, MAY 29 

T.C. Brinegar finished a solid third in the first 
moto and roared back with a vengeance in moto 
two to nab the overall win in the Vet Junior class 
at the Racing Enterprises-promoted Saturday 
MX, held at Carlsbad Raceway. 

An enthusiastic field of racers showed up to 
compete on the track, as it was prepared in the 
same fashion that it was for Commotion by the 
Ocean VI, an annual event held one week earli- 
er. The course routed racers down the entire 
Carlsbad Freeway downhill, as well as over the 
whoops and jumps that were added for the pre- 
vious event. Eight-lap motos gave racers more 
than enough track time. 

Orange County Suzuki's Jeff Pittman was 
the fastest off the line in the opening moto, and 
grabbed a huge holeshot over Jeff Grovom, Jeff 
Scott, Pete McCormick and Brinegar. Pittman set 
a blistering pace on the opening lap and estab- 
lished an early lead, but as the laps wound 
down he began to fade. First to pounce was 
Grovom, and once into the lead the Yamaha 
pilot motored away with the eventual win. 
Brinegar, meanwhile, maintained a steady pace 
while Scott and McCormick scrambled to get 
past Pittman. 

Both riders found their way past Pittman by 
the fourth lap, as did Brinegar one lap later. 
With two laps remaining, Scott held down sec- 
ond, just ahead of McCormick and Brinegar. But 
like Pittman, Scott began to tire and allowed first 
McCormick, then Brinegar past. With that, the 
positions were set and Grovom scored a com- 
manding win over McCormick, Brinegar, Scott 
and Pittman. 

Brinegar was ready for the start of moto two, 
and jetted into the lead aboard his Honda 
CR500. Pittman was a close second, but poor 
line selection on the opening lap saw him on the 
ground and in last place. Pittman remounted 
and put on an impressive charge that carried 
him to and eventual seventh. 

Brinegar fought off the early charges off 
Scott, Grovom and McCormick, and pulled even 
further away as the race wound down. Grovom 
took a spectacular trip over the bars in the 
whoop section while dicing with Scott and 
McCormick, but recovered quickly enough to 
come back and challenge McCormick for third. 
At the finish, Brinegar rode unchallenged, while 
Scott held on for second ahead of Grovom, who 
nipped McCormick for third. Brinegar's 3-1 
scores edged Grovom's 1-3 for the overall win, 
while Scott earned third with his 4-2 tally. 

Escondido Cycle Center's Dennis Dahlin was 
the dominant force in the Intermediate ranks, as 
he ran away with the wins in both motos aboard 
his Suzuki RM250. JT USA's Jonathan Knight 
and Enzo Racing’s Kurt Rood waged an all-out 
war for the runner-up position, with Rood pre- 
vailing in the end. Knight surprised Rood late in 
the first moto with a pass for second, but Rood 
dropped the hammer in the second go-round 
and finished a solid second despite having track 
banners wrapped in his rear wheel.

In a battle against fatigue and two other riders, 
Dusty Bockelman came from behind to win the 
High Desert Classic's Novice B class. 

The High Desert Classic, round four of the 
American Trials Association Championship 
Series, attracted an event-record 74 riders on 
Mother's Day. 

The sections varied widely. There were rock 

slabs, jumbled rocks, logs, tight turns, large 
steps and water challenging the classes to vary- 
ing degrees. 
Three fantastic riders, Jim Boswell, Shawn 
Pickett and Bockelman, led the division after the 
opening loop, with each rider taking only a sin- 
gle dab while cleaning the nine remaining San 
Diego Trials Riders-designed sections. Four rid- 
ers tied for fourth with буе dabs each. 

Pickett took sole possession of the lead after 
the second trip around the fast high-bermed 
loop through the southern portion of the Lark 
Canyon OHV Area. His three-point card put 
him ahead of Bockelman and Boswell, at one- 
point intervals. 

Bockelman took command in the 80-degree 
heat with a twin-dab card on the final circuit. 
Boswell slipped one more point behind 
Bockelman as Pickett faded to third with a 
seven-point/ five-clean last loop. 

Beta-mounted Matt Perrill put together an 
outstanding charge, moving from ninth on the 
first loop to a fourth-place finish. Clean rides in 
18 of the day's final 20 sections moved Perrill 
ahead of fifth-place Kelly Callan on cleans, 24- 
22. 

Only a single dab separated Fantic riders Ed 
Stovin and Clive Hannon at the Advanced A fin- 
ish. Stovin built a seemingly safe 13-21 lead on 
the first loop, but as his scores deteriorated, 
Hannon was keeping his feet on the pegs. 

Hannon, on a new Fantic Key-Roo, cut two 
points off the margin on the second loop and 
another five on his last card. Although Stovin 
won, 43-44, Hannon out-cleaned him, 13-10. 

Jim Miller was the lowest overall 
Intermediate for the second-consecutive round, 

















but he had to come from behind to do it. Moving 
from fifth place after the first loop, Miller turned 
in the two best loops in the class to dominate the 
Intermediate Bs. First loop leader Dennis 
Thompson faded to fifth. 

Six-time ATA Champion Tom Hamann, fol- 
lowing up on his El Trial De Espana XXIII win, 
easlily beat Jared Malmquist, 37-66, in the Expert 
class. 

Sportsman A's Dave Stanley five point total 
was the best overall "green plate" score, but B 
division winner Peter Thatcher turned in the 
event's only clean loop card.

Minonno cut a .454, while Hayes napped to a 
:674. Surely more than a two-tenths head start 
would guarantee a Minonno victory? 

Not today; not against a rider with the type 
of luck Hayes was having. Hayes ran past 
Minonno when a 15 cent cable broke in 
Minonno's nitrous oxide system. 

“When I go into a round,” Hayes said, "I feel 
confident that my bike can run with anybody, 
and usually I can ride pretty good, too. Today I 
was so far off, it wasn't even funny. It was the 
bike. It did its job. You could have put anybody 
on the bike today and they would have won." 

A disappointed Minonno said, “It’s a shame. 
It was my best light of the day and my best 60- 
foot time of the weekend." 

In defense of Hayes, his poor start was 
caused by a clutch problem. When he put the 
bike on the rev limiter, it crept through the 
beams. He pulled it off the rev limiter and 
backed out. 

"It broke my concentration," he said. "But 
that's no excuse. I should have been ready." 

Hayes needed a Sunday final-round qualify- 
ing time just to join the 16-bike party. The wed- 
ding of a close friend on Saturday kept Hayes 
700 miles away from the dragstrip, but under 
IDBA rules, Hayes could attempt to qualify on 
Sunday, as his bike was at the track and met all 
technical specifications on Saturday. Hayes con- 
tinued his post-ceremony festivities into the 
early morning once in Bristol, at a local pub, 
finally ending the night at 3 a.m. Aside from a 
few early troubles, however, Hayes lack of rest 
didn't seem to effect him, as he rode the the Pro 
Comp win.

Gray shines at Pine 
Ridge Enduro

CHADRON, NE, MAY 23 
Jim Gray took full advantage of ideal riding con- 
ditions to top the 450 riders who participated in 
the 25th running of the Pine Ridge Enduro. 

The Pine Ridge Cycle Association is a small 
but finely tuned club that handled the capacity 











entry and 104 miles of trails without a bobble. 
Those trails took the riders across the pine-cov- 
ered hills of northwestern Nebraska, occasional- 
ly free-falling the hapless contestants into the 
diabolical ravines that vein the area. 

The near-perfect conditions must have 
seemed like heaven to Gray after spending the 
winter months contesting in the National 
Championship Hare & Hound Series. The unac- 
customed lush setting was evidently not a dis- 
traction, as the Yamaha-mounted Gray was the 
only ride showing nothing but zeroes through 
the first five checks. His score of two was also 
the fastest time at check six. At checks number 
seven and eight, RMEC (Rocky Mountain 
Enduro Club) and ISDE veteran Chris Willbanks 
upped the ante when he cleaned the sections 
compared to Gray’s debit of one minute per 
check. Bothr riders zeroed the next two checks 
before each dropping three minutes through the 
mud bogs of the final section. Their final tally 
was seven points apiece with Gray triumphing 
by 19 seconds on the tiebreakers. 

Third overall went to freshman 250cc A rider 
Donnie Book who definitely established himself 
as a contender with a score of nine. He was fol- 
lowed by another ISDE veteran Dennis Larratt, 
who also carded a nine. A 12-minute debit gave 
AJ. Bila his best finish ever in fifth overall. 

And yet another ISDE veteran Bruce Field 
parlayed another 12-point score into a sixth 
overall finish. 

The Open A trophy went to Bob Bennett 
who headed his Honda XR600 four-stroke 
through the mazes, amassing a score of 14 and 
topping all the two-stroke riders in the class. 
Ken Giles made the long drive from New 
Mexico worthwhile by handily capturing the 
gold in the 200cc A class. 

Jerry Churchill, who recently graduated 
from the C class, smoked his new KTM 300 to 
the B class overall victory. He walloped the B 
ranks with a tally of 18, a five-minute advantage 
over his nearest competitor Dean Syverson, who 
topped the 250cc B class. 

Unlike in the B class, the battle for the over- 
all C honors was tight. Open class rider Dean 
Hutton ended up acing the short-course com- 
petitors with a score of 13, but hard on his tail 
was a slew of riders all checking in with 14- 
point scorecards. 

Jim Noteboom won the Super Senior class 
with a score of 13.

The 250cc Pro class featured some exciting 
racing. Johnny Shields and Berry Tapp went at it 
for the lead until Tapp went down and tangling 
with B class rider Eddie Smiley. Smiley and 
Shields duked it out for a while until Smiley 
crashed, giving Shields a comfortable 12-second 
lead. Shields went on to win the race, while 
Tapp and Smiley traded place numerous times 
before Smiley got the upper hand late in the 
race. 

Shields and Tapp went at it again in the sec- 
ond moto, until Shields pulled clear of Tapp and 
building up a 10-second lead. 

While Shields cruised out in front, Tapp and 
Smiley mixed it up again, battling back and 
forth. Smiley would eventually crash, and Tapp 
would stop and make sure his adversary was 
okay. Smiley was, in fact, all right and remount- 
ed to finish third behind winner Shields and

Tyler King, 
Brian Emig and Billy Felts engaged in a heated 
three-way battle for third. 

By the fourth lap, King put the move on Felts 
and dropped him to third, but as he set out after 
Schnell, he was perhaps a bit surprised to find 
that Schnell had already built up nearly a 25-sec- 
ond lead and Was well out of sight. 

Not surprising, though, King motored away 
from Felts with relative ease, while Emig moved 
into third with Tim Olson not far off pace in 
fourth. 

Coming through the pack from a dead last 











start was Chip Rotan, who in the final laps, 
picked off the leaders one by one, eventually 
working his way into third, then second after 
King got tripped up by lapped riders. 

Schnell crossed the finish line with a 54-sec- 
ond lead over Rotan and his lap times revealed 
he was only one second per lap slower than the 
125cc Pro winner, Cory Keeney. 

King remounted for third, followed by 
Olson, Emig and Mike Battista. Felts faded back 
to 11th. ; 

In the second moto, the Intermediate Pros 
would be combined on one gate. Schnell showed 
his true speed and beat all the Intermediates by 
over 35 seconds and finished second overall to 
Keeney. 

Felts rode in the second spot in the 
Intermediate division for over half the race then 
tired out and eventually faded from the top 10, 
once again. King and Rotan battled for second 
during the remaining laps with King securing 
the position after Rotan took a tumble and 
dropped back to midpack. Emig finished third 
after a moto long battle with Brian Curtis, while 
Ray Bowers rounded out the top five.

Randolph rails at Firebrid RR

While it was James Randolph who posted the 
win in the AMA/CCS Southwest Region 
Unlimited GP at Firebird International, it was 
runner-up Mark Foster who drew the most 
attention by breaking his own track record. 

While Randolph took off to an immediate 
lead in the 18-lap race, Foster struggled to over- 
come a slow start. From a fifth-place position, he 
maneuvered into second by the halfway mark, 
and began to chase Randolph. During the pur- 
suit, Foster logged some very fast lap times, 
including the official new record of 1:12.20. 
Despite the pace, Randolph's strategic riding 
style prevented Foster from being successful on 
several pass attempts. 

One rider who helped Foster set the record 
was Stu Morrison, who finished third in the 
Unlimited GP. In a battle to retain his number- 
one plate from challenger Steve Teschke, 
Morrison entered nine races over the weekend, 
with often just enough time to refuel his bike 
before gridding again. The exhausted Morrison 
waved Foster by in lap nine instead of trying to 
block him. 

Morrison's points battle with Teschke was 
reminiscent of the 1991 battle that saw Jim Cox 
and David Duprey fighting for the number-one 
plate. Back then, Cox and Duprey entered 
YSR50 classes to break the deadlock. This event 
found Morrison on Rick Williams’ Honda Hawk 
in the Twins classes, while Teschke entered a 
single-cylinder ‘86 Yamaha SRX600 in the 
Sportsman and Lightweight classes. Although 
Teschke currently leads, with five rounds left in 
the Southwest Region’s season, the champi- 
onship is still in the air. 

The Expert-class grids were sparse due to 
contingency money at competing tracks, so ama- 
teurs outnumbered experts in many of the races. 
Several of the amateur racers are placing top five 
overall in their classes. Greg Perry won and fin- 
ished third overall in the Solo GTO Endurance 
and Heavyweight Superbike sprints. According 
to retired roadracer Scott Willock, Perry will be 
a racer to reckon with. 

“Greg was my student last year in new rid- 
ers’ school,” Willock said. “He looked good. I 
told him if he wanted to race, he should go for it, 
because he’s got the potential.”
